REPORT OF THE MARYLAND BUREAU OF MINES 1960

The report herewith submitted is for the calendar year 1960 and
is the Eighty-fourth Annual Report upon conditions of the Coal and
Clay mines within the State.

The reports from the various mining operators throughout the
State show the tonnage to be as follows:

COAL PRODUCTION

ALLEGANY COUNTY: During the calendar year 1960, the Alle-
gany County mines employed 150 miners, 10 drivers (including motor
men, brakemen, ete.), 22 inside laborers, and 65 outside employees,
making a total of 247 men. The production of coal for 1960 was
213,004.17 net tons. This shows a production of 862 net tons per
man employed during this period.

GARRETT CoUNTY: During the calendar year 1960, Garrett
County mines employed 209 Miners, 20 drivers, (including motormen,
brakemen, ete.), 40 inside laborers and 154 outside employees, making
a total of 423 men. The production of coal for 1960 was 546,681.06
net tons. This shows a production of 1292 net tons per man employed
during this period.

FIRE CLAY PRODUCTION

ALLEGANY COUNTY: During the calendar year 1960, the fire
clay mines in Allegany County employed 14 miners, 1 driver, 1 inside
laborer and 5 outside emplovees, making a total of 21 men. The
production of fire clay during 1960 was 18,050.00 net tons, and shows
a production of 859 net tons per man.

GARRETT COUNTY: There was no clay production during the
calendar year 1960. Clay operations in Garrett County ceased during
March 1952, and have never resumed operations.

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STRIP MINING

The Strip Mining Laws of the State of Maryland, were revised and
went into effect on June 1, 1959. To engage in open pit mining of
bituminous coal, the operator must first file an application as provided
by this department. KEach application will cover four acres of coal
to be stripped. This must be accompanied by a Form of Bond,
Cash or U. 8. Government Securities in the amount of twelve hundred
dollars ($1,200.00), four hundred dollars ($400.00) per acre. The
operator must also pay a filing fee of fifty dollars ($50.00). A PER-
MIT, giving the location of the acreage to be stripped, is then issued
to the operator by the Bureau of Mines.

To further comply with this law, the operator must file an Opera-
tions Report within thirty (30) days after starting removal of over-
burden. Within thirty (30) days after the operation is finished or
abandoned, the operator must file a Completion Report with the
Bureau.

REPORT ON COAL-MINE FIRE-CONTROL PROJECT AT
KLONDIKE, ALLEGANY COUNTY, MARYLAND

Sometime in May 1953, the Maryland Bureau of Mines was
notified that a fire was burning in the outerop coal of the Pittsburgh
(Big Vein) coal seam of the Koontz Coal Company, located near
Klondike, Maryland. This fire originated in an old spoil bank; and
apparently had been burning for about five years before it had entered
the coal seam and was discovered.

At the request of the Director of the Maryland Bureau of Mines
and the Koontz Coal Company, Mr. Frank E. Griffith, Supervising
Coal Mine Fire Control Engineer of the U. S. Bureau of Mines, Pitts-
burgh, Penna., made an inspection of this property accompanied by
members of the Inspection staff of Maryland Bureau of Mines. This
investigation revealed that unless the fire was controlled, it would
ccf)fntim(lie to propagate and extensive contiguous coal reserves might be
affected.

As a result of this investigation it was estimated that the fire
could be extinguished for approximately $40,000.00, half of which
would be contributed by the U. S. Bureau of Mines. After careful
perusal of the matter, the Board of Public Works of the State of
Maryland, approved the contributiion of the other half, or $20,000.00,
in the interest of the conservation of natural resources.
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Work on the project began in December, 1958, after contracts
had been awarded by bids, in the proper manner. Local labor was
employed wherever possible, with the U. S. Bureau of Mines and the
Maryland Bureau of Mines supervising.

The fire was isolated by a trench barrier extending through the
coal bed from north outcrop to south outcrop. The trench was back-
filled with incombustible earth materials salvaged from the trench.
Surface sealing of the fire area west of the trench barrier was used to
exclude air from the fire.

After the operation was begun it was learned that it was more
extensive than was indicated by the evidence found during the early
investigation, and it was necessary to obtain supplemental funds to
complete the project. A sum of $10,000.00 was appropriated by the
U. S. Bureau of Mines and the Board of Public Works of the State of
Maryland, each contributing one-half.

After the completion of the surface-sealing operation, the area
was limed and perennial rye grass seed was sown to minimize erosion.

The Koontz Coal Company assumed the responsibility for the
maintenance of the project, and the U. S. Bureau of Mines, and the
Maryland Bureau of Mines reserved the right to inspect and make
recommendations for maintaining the trench barrier and the surface
seal in effective condition.

The total cost of the project was $47,984.00, and a refund in the
amount of $1,007.99 was made to the State as it’s share in the un-
spent funds.

The initial work on this project was completed in July, 1959,
but the seeding was not completed until Apnl, 1960.

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FATALITIES

During the year 1960, a multiple fatal accident occurred in the
coal mines of Maryland, causing three deaths.

A cave-in of overburden that occurred about 2:00 P. M., Saturday,
April 9, 1960, at the Paugh mine, Paugh Coal Company, resulted in
instant death to John Leroy Paugh, owner, Charles Leo Paugh and
Allen Ray Harvey, miners.

John Leroy Paugh was 50 years of age and had 35 years mining
experience. He is survived by his widow and three children under
18 years of age.

Charles Leo Paugh was 21 years of age and had two years mining
experience. He was single and left no dependents.

Alley Ray Harvey was 40 years of age and had 25 years mining
experience. He is survived by his widow and six children under 18
years of age.

On the day the accident occurred, John Leroy Paugh, owner, and
four other workmen were making a final cleanup and timbering prior
to the start of mining at a new mine opening. Reportedly, several
shots had been fired in the coal face about two hours before the accident
happened. The overburden at this point was water soaked with a
mud slip on each side. The blasting in the pitmouth apparently
caused the strata to start moving, falling on the timber, knocking it
out and crushing the deceased.

For the Year 1960

During the year 1960, Mr. Robert D. Ewing, Fuel Combustion
Advisor, spent 46 days in the office and laboratory at Westernport and
42 days at State Institutions. A total of 138 days were spent in the
field collecting samples, advising on coal preparation, etc. Approxi-
mately 295 coal samples were processed in the coal testing laboratory.

Two complaints were received concerning coal delivered to State
Institutions. The cause of these complaints was excessive ash. Con-
ferences were held with the shipper and the consumer and the com-
plaints were quickly corrected.

A new coal grinder was added to the laboratory equipment and
this has resulted in more efficient preparation of coal samples prior to
analyses.

REPORT OF VOCATIONAL MINING EDUCATION
The Night Mining Classes opened their sessions December 11,
1959 and ended May 6, 1960.

The classes were instructed by Jame H. Close and Thomas B.
Powell District Mine Inspectors.

The classes were conducted in Barton on Thursday Night and in
Frostburg on Friday Night.

The Frostburg class was held at State Teachers College, by Thomas
B. Powell, while the class in Barton was held at the High School by
James H. Close.

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The classes met weekly and averaged two or more hours each
session. Much interest was shown by the students in the discussion
period. Students contributed by asking questions generally related
to their own local conditions. Visual aid was used at intervals during
the course, to good advantage, when pictures showing good safety
practices were shown.

CONCLUSION

Enough interest was displayed in Vocational Mining, to carry on
this program and demonstrated the continued need for this type of
training.
